Clarence 
d'Entremont. The article centers on the family of Sylvain LEBLANC and Anne 
LEPRINCE, and their daughter Anastasie LEBLANC. L'Abbe LECLECH was a 
refugee from the French Revolution in wnich he publicly refused to take the 
oath to the Civil Constitution of the Clergy stating that the clergy of 
France was independent from the Holy See. He was in disagreement with his 
pastor, and forced to flee. Eventually he joined the LEBLANC family, and 
the story continues from there. His genealogy is also featured. 


4lso in this edition was an interesting article on the history of the 
Acadian flag, which will be 100 years old August 15, 1984.

CAJUNS VISITING ACADIA 


A frequent contributor, Mrs. Phyllis Schaer, sent the following article. It 
was featured in the Times-Transcript, Moncton, N. B. August 20, 1983. 


In a special symbol of the prodigal son returning home, several Cajuns 
recently took a trip back to their Acadian heritage. A delegation from 
Louisiana and Texas, all with Acadian roots, has been touring the Maritimes 
with stops in Moncton, Caraquet, Digby, N.S., Port Royal, N.S., Baie Ste. 
Marie, N.S., Memramcook, Shediac and other Acadian centres. 


The group, traveling under the title "Louisiana Visit to Acadia," arrived 
Aug. 9 in Moncton and remained until Thursday, before returning home. 


Group leaders Louney and Jules Hebert of Milton, Louisiana and Clyde 
Vincent of Beaumont, Texas (and a member of AGE = Ed.) along with ‘other 
members of the group, have traced their ancestors to various parts of 
Acadia. :

The town of Shediac was twinned with the town of Breaux Bridge, La. in 
1970, while the city of Moncton twinned with the city of Lafayette, La. in 
1973. 


Breaux Bridge is known as the Crawfish Capital of the World, while Shediac 
has established itself as the Lobster Capital of the world. 


(Ed. mote: I guess by now we have all heard the legend about the lobster 
that tried to follow the Acadians to Louisiana, and by the time he arrived 
he had shrunk to the size of the crawfish of today, so popular in 
Louisiana). 


Mayor Leger issued a special invitation to the Cajuns of Breaux Bridge to 
attend the 1984 Shediac Lobster Festival, which will be held July 10 to 15 
during the province's bicentennial year celebrations. 


1984 also marks the 450th anniversary of the landing of Jacques Cartier, 
and Shediac will be hosting sailors participating in the Canada Labatt's 
Challenge. Some 300 vessels are expected in mid-July, with Shediac being 
the departure point for the last leg of the challenge races, running from 
Toronto to Ciarlottetown. These should be a special attraction to the Cajun 
cousins from Louisiana in July. 
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The July issue of AGE contained a letter from H. F. Guidroz, adding 
information to the previous articles on Jean Baptiste BAUDREAU dit 
GRAVELINE which have run in this periodical from time to time. For first- 
time readers, there is a distinct difference between the names of BAUDREAU 
and BOUDREAU. They are two entirely different surnames, and not to be 
inter-mingled. 


Mr. Robert Graveline, President of the Urbain BAUDREAU GRAVELING 
Genealogical Association of Palmer, MA, has sent in a rebuttal to Mr. 
Guidroz's statement. 


"In his letter to you published on page 74 of your last periodical, 
Mr....Guidroz...stated that Urbain's sons, Paul and Gabriel both relocated 


to Mobile, Alabama ca 1713, with their families. This appears to be in 
error. 


"According to Mr. Jay Higginbotham, former curator at the Mobile Public 
Library who did considerable research on the family and is himself a 
descendant, Paul and Gabriel never stayed in Mobile. 


"The records do show in Montreal and elsewhere that Gabriel DID GO to 
Mobile in order to meet his brother, Jean Baptiste, who had settled in the 
area. However, there is no proof or evident that he ever arrived. 


"Mr. Higginbotham stated that if he had reached Mobile he would not have 
contacted his brother, Jean Baptiste, because the latter was on a trip to 


Europe at the time. . He was engaged in trans-Atlantic commerce between 
France and the colonies. 


"As to the other son, Paul, the youngest, there is no evident either that 
he ever intended to or arrived in Mobile. 


"Lacking any evidence or proof, the official position of the Urbain 
Baudreau Graveline Genealogical Association, Inc. remains as I have stated.

Veteran Book (DD214) 


A listing of all individuals who have been honorably discharged from the Armed 


Forces of the United States of America. This record series dates from World 
War I to the present time. 


Voter Registration Book Of 1898 


This record lists the voter's age, nativity, race, residence, occupation, time 


in the State of Louisiana, year born, and the name of the voter's father or 
grandfather. 


The above record series illuminate the researcher's pathway, but there 
are various documents deposited in the clerk's archives which are of interest 
to the genealogist, historian, and to the general public. Such a vital series 
are the eighteenth century Opelousas Post documents, which compose an invalua- 
ble record collection, and in short, constitute an important facet of colonial 
Louisiana. This record series contains land sales, probates, chattel convey- 
ances, marriage contracts, and Spanish land grants. 

A colonial land concession or patent in form was a real estate grant 
from the colonial governor to an inhabitant. This can be best illustrated by 
Governor Galvez's concession to an Opelousas Post resident. Don Bernardo De 
Galvez, Governor, Treasurer and Inspector General of the Province of Louisia- 
na, on behalf of King Carlos III,-of Spain, at New Orleans, on the second day 
of August 1781, grants a twenty by forty arpent land concession located on 
northern side of Bayou Courtableau, near the present town of Washington, Loui- 
siana, to John Gradenigo.3 This land grant reflects severance from the so- 


vereign to an individual, and in essence was the basis for private real es- 
tate ownership. 


This private ownership is subsequently reflected in land conveyances be- 
tween individuals. A February 11, 1786, land sale, for example, in the Grand 
Prairie of Opelousas illustrates this point, for Joseph Larose Fontenot con- 
veys to Baptiste Desmarets an eighteen by twenty arpents tract. The sale was 
made for consideration of one hundred piasters. There was an additional stip- 
ulation that Mr. Fontenot would construct a large house by the fifteenth of 


Marcn next on the property. The sale was made payable in money or marketable 
topacco next November. 


The reference to marketable tobacco illustrates the need to transport 
this cash crop to market. A May 30, 1789, barge construction contract. demon- 
strated the requirement for conveying colonial staple crops to New Orleans. 
William Snoddey, the contractor, engages to construct for the sum of three 
hundred piasters, a barge or narrow boat thirty-nine feet in length by eight 


feet in width. The craft to be delivered to David Lejeune by next Easter in 
Bayou Crocodile.® 


The various record series, moreover, depict different entrepreneurial 


activities engaged in by free people of color in Saint Landry Parish. An 1829 
butcher shop partnership reflects Henry Giron, free man of color; Joseph Gra- 
denigo, free man of color; Eugene Ledoux, and Antoine Diavilie contract to 
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from a partnership for operating a butcher shop in the Town of Opelousas and 
its vicinity. The various articles specify the business operation and the 
responsibilities and rights of each partner in the slaughter house's operation 
and management .6 


Similarly, other creoles of color engaged in other businesses and trades 
and formed a vital fact of Saint Landry Parish's antebellum economy. Mellon 
Thierry, Valmont Gradenigo, and Matthew dadoin, all free persons of color were 
engaged in the carpentry and house joiners trade. In 1840, these individuals 
under the name of Mellon Thierry and Company, instituted litigation against 
Jean Dubordieu, for non-payment of sixty-nine dollars and fifty cents for mat- 
erials, service, and labor rendered by the plaintiffs./ 


Later, during the post Civil War era, Afro-Americans established their 
own separate churches and organizations to meet their people's needs. In 
1877, the Independent Colored Benevolent Association, was established to care 
for the sick, assist in burying the dead, and assist destitute members of the 
association. In short, this altruistic society formed an important element in 
the parish's black community during this era.8 


In conclusion, the Afro-American community, French creoles, Anglo-Ameri- 
cans, and other ethnic groups fused to produce a unique heritage atypical of 
the United States and the American Nation. The researcher, moreover, enters 
an historical realm where the quill pen and gall ink are the word processors, 
not the computer and laser jet printer. The handwriting resembles ancient Et- 
ruscan script rather than modern English; and in short, the investigator 
quickly ascertains that the old records do not readily give up their secrets. 
Finally, this articles serves as a guide post to assist the researcher in 
charting the best court for exploiting and utilizing local archival records.

bership is 475, with inquiries coming in each week. Thank you all for your vote 
of confidence in the AGE!

THE ROMANCE OF NATALIEBELLIVEAU AND L'ANGE AMIRAULT 


The following story was found by Mrs. Jeanette P. Dinwoodie of the ACGS, given 
to Paul Belliveau of the same group, and he in turn passed it along to me for shar- 
ing with you. He said it was another Evangeline-like story. 


Evangeline's search for Gabriel has its counterpart, but with a happier ending, in the 
long adventuresome journeyings of L'Ange Amirault to find his beloved, Natalie Belliveau. 
She had become separated from her family at the time when the Acadians of Port Royal 
were boarding the ships which were to carry them into exile. At least two others had 
also escaped deportation. These were Basile Boudreau and his sister. They hoped that 

the settlement at Pubnico had been spared. So the thtee of them set out resolutely and 
tramped the hundred miles which separated them from their goal. They were kindly 
received at Pubnico and given every hospitality. 


Natalie was taken in by the family of Jacques Acciaault; whose son, L'Ange, promptly fell 
in love with her. To console her for the toss of her family over which she grieved const- 
antly, L'Ange, who was only eighteen, set out in winter in a small boat. When he reached 
New England he cautiously made inquiries until he located the Belliveau family. But, be- 
cause the presence of an Acadian with the designs of repatriating his countrymen was 

not welcome to the authorities, they were soon on his tracks, but he managed to elude 
them in the chase. He sailed for home, glad that he had news of her family for Natalie 
but sorry that he was returning without her loved ones. 


In 1756, however, the year after the expulsion of the Acadians of Port Royal, the inha- 
bitants of Pubnico were also carried off to the New England States, Natalie with the 
rest. She was again separated from her friends. Her wanderings have been traced as 
far as Fitchburg. There, unfortunately, the ancient records were burned and her further 
Journeying cannot be followed. L'Ange, however, was not to be daunted. He followed her 
until he found her. Gladly he brought her back to her family. They were married at 
Walpole, Mass., or thereabouts, in the presence of one of the older Acadian men, that 
ing the custom of the time since no priest could be secured. The marriage was later 
blessed by a priest. 


The trials and hardships of the Pubnico Acadians during this period of exile make a 
eartbreaking story. After several years they finally obtained permission from the au- 
thorities to return to Canada. L'Ange and Natalie were among those who joyfully re- 
turned, in a vessel commanded by Jacques Amirault. L'Ange and Natalie settled on the 
fastern side of the harbour. They had twelve children and from them most of the 
Amiraults of Pubnico are descended.

with authorities in early centuries, and each line had their own design. In 
other words, if one had several sons, there were symbols that were unique 
to each son's place in line that were to be used in addition to the family 
arms design. When nobility intermarried, the husband and wife combined 
parts of their family's coat of arms to form anew one. There is a lot to 
heraldry, and I don't claim to know that much about it. But I have read 
before that there can be many versions for any given name. In other words, 
if your name is Smith, you can't indiscriminately take a coat of arms with 
the name of Smith and claim it as yours. An example of the number of arms 
\ for the same surname can be found in Riestap's Armorial, in which are

Mrs. Branstool was having trouble taking the RICHARD line back to the ! 
progenitor using Arsenault's "Histoire et genealogie des Acadiens" so she 
wrote to Steve White at the Centre d'Etudes Acadiennes at the University of 
Moncton. He replied with a detailed explanation which I have taken the 
liberty to reproduce here, since it is in the best interest of Acadian

researchers and I believe he would want this corrected information known. 
As you well know, AmandRICHARD came to Louisiana from Maryland. It so 
‘ pappens that the widow of Paul RICHARD, Madeleine LEBLANC, was in Maryland, 
©too, with her sons Mathurin, Amand, Pierre and Jacques. It appears that Mr. 
Arsenault was unaware of the list of Acadians who arrived at New Orleans in 
£-1767 which proves that your ancestor Amand was a son of Pierre RICHARD, and 
he assumed that it was Amand a Paul who married Marie (or Anne-Marie) 
BREAU. As Arsenault's work suggests, at the page you indicate (2577), he 
was unaware of Amand and Marie's eldest son, Simon, who was born in 
Maryland about 1764. Had he known about Simon he might have questioned his 
assumption that the husband of Marie BREAU was the Amand RICHARD born March 
1, 1744. 


The Pierre RICHARD who arrived in Louisiana with his son Amand in 1767 was 
not the widower of Madeleine DOUCET, as you supposed, but another Pierre 
RICHARD, son of Rene RICHARD and Marie-Josephe BABIN,, who had married 
Marguerite GRANGER, daughter of Pierre GRANGER and Elisabeth GUILBEAU, 
November 21, 1755 at Grand Pre. This-Pierre RICHARD had been born September 
27, 1712 and had been baptized the following day at Grand Pre. He was thus 
really only fifty-four when he and Amand arrived at New Orleans, rather 
than fifty-six. After what he had been through, however, I think Pierre was 
entitled to feel at least two years older than he actually was. 


You may have noted that there was a Marie BOUDROT, an orphan aged twelve, 
who accompanied Pierre and Amand to Louisiana. This Marie BOUDROT was a 
daughter of Benjamin BOUDROT and Cecile MELANSON. Her mother had previously 
been married to Claude RICHARD, Pierre's brother. Claude had died at, Grand 
Pre February 11, 1747 at the age of about thirty-one. Claude's widow's 
daughter by her second marriage was not of course related to Pierre 
RICHARD, but one may easily suppose that Pierre would have agreed to take 
charge of his dead sister-in-law's daughter. Marie BOUDROT married Amand 
HEBERT, son of Paul HEBERT and Marguerite-Josephe MELANSON on September 30, 
1776 at Pointe Coupee parish, Louisiana. 


As you shall see, Mr. Arsenault's errors regarding the family of Jean 
Baptiste BREAU are considerably more complicated. He has copied these from 
Pere Archange GODBOUT. It seems to me that their big problem here is that 
they must have been unaware of Simon RICHARD's marriage contract (January 
9, 1786 at St. James parish, Louisiana). As you know, this contract 
mentions that Jean Baptiste BREAU and Paul BREAU, who were present, were 
uncles of the future groom. Paul BREAU was of course the husband of Marie 
LeBLANC and Isabelle BABIN, and was born about 1745. The record of his 
first marriage proves his parents were Jean Baptiste BREAU and Elizabeth 
HENRY. But Paul was not the eldest of Jean Baptiste and Elizabeth's 
children. Mr. Arsenault has overlooked the marriage record of another of 
Jean Baptiste and Elizabeth's sons, Felix, who was separated from the 
others and sent to France. Felix married January 24, 1760 at St. Servan to 
Perrine THOMAS, daughter of Joseph THOMAS and Josseline HYACINTHE. The 
French censuses show that Felix BREAU was born about 1739. Here Mr. 
Arsenault's theories begin to unravel. It is very difficult to imagine that 
the Jean Baptiste BREAU who married Marie Rose LANDRY and who is shown by 
censuses of Cabahannocer and Ascension (parishes) to have been born about 
1724 or 1726 could have previously been married and fathered a child as 
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early as 1739, when he would have been no older than fifteen. Rather, there 
were two Jean Baptiste BREAUS involved here. One was the husband of 
Elizabeth HENRY, and the other the husband of Marie Rose LANDRY. Records 
pertaining to Felix BREAU show that Elizabeth HENRY’s husband was dead by 
1759. The other man, deported to Maryland and then transplanted to 
Louisiana, must have been the uncle of Simon RICHARD who was present at the 
latter's marriage contract in 1786. This means that the younger Jean 
Baptiste was the elder's son. The correct representation of this family is 
then that Jean Baptiste BREAU married Elizabeth HENRY about 1725 and had 
the following children: 


1. Jean Baptiste, born about 1726; married about 1746, Marie Rose 
LANDRY, daughter of Pierre LANDRY and Anne Marie DOUCET. ° 


2. Felix, born about 1739, married January 24, 1760 at St. Servan, 
France to Perrine THOMAS, daughter of Joseph THOMAS and Josseline 


.  HYACINTHE, 
3. Marguerite, born about 1739, married about 1766 Ignace BABIN, son 
of Pierre BABIN and Marie LANDRY. 2 


4. Anne Marie, born about 1742, married first about 1763 Amand 
ICHARD, son of Pierre RICHARD and Marguerite GRANGER; married secondly 
/sigust 4, 1777 at St. Jacques de Cabahannocer (St. James parish) Joseph 
SAULNIER, son of Jacques SAULNIER and Anne HEBERT, and widower of Marie 
PITRE and Marie LANDRY. 


5. Paul, born about 1745; married first April 30, 1770 at Ascension 
parish, Marie Marthe LEBLANC, daughter of Desire LEBLANC and Marie 
Madeleine LANDRY, and widow of Jacques LaCHANCE; married secondly 
December 23, 1782 at Ascension parish, Isabelle BABIN, daughter of Antoine 
BABIN and. Catherine LANDRY; buried January 7, 1795 at Ascension. ak 


There probably were several more children born between 1726 and 1739, but I 
have not been able to find any records of them. 


Mr. Arsenault apparently had difficulty separating the children of Martin 
HENRY and Marie HEBERT from those of his brother Jean HENRY, who married 
another Marie HEBERT. In any event, the census of 1714 at Cobequid shows 
that Martin HENRY and Marie HEBERT had three sons and three daughters by 
that time. One of the daughters must have been your ancestor Elizabeth, who 
married Jean Baptiste BREAU about 1725. The only other HENRY family in 
Acadia was that of Martin's father Robert, and we can otherwise account for 
all of Robert's children. 


The parents of Jean Baptiste BREAU may also be determined by elimination. 
As Jean Baptiste was married by 1725, he must have been born before the 
census of 1707.

On April 1, 1984, the Times-Picayune Newspaper of New Orleans published in 
their rotogravure section a feature article on Denise Drake, a resident of 
Kenner, Louisiana and a victim of Friedrich's Ataxia.

Apparently she has 
been tireless in her efforts, sincé now this Problem has surfaced in the 
newspapers and has received the support of Dr. Bronya Keats of LSU at New 
Orleans. Her aim is to detect a genetic marker, or flag, such as a blood 
group, which can be used to determine the Probability that an individual is 
a carrier of Friedreich's Ataxia. To do this she needs accurate genealogies 
for all the patients in order to come up with a common set of ancestors.

She is collaborating with Dr. M. A. Wilensky, the Medical Director of the

Back in December of 1977, long before the revised edition of Bona Arsenault's et 
Histoire et Généalogie des Acadiens was published, I had written two long letters ee 
to Father Clarence J. d'mntremont of Fairhaven, Massachusetts, and to Father oa 
Anselme Chiasson of Moncton, New Brunswick. The subject of these letters concerned dai 
the question of origins of my paternal ancestors from the Magdelen Islands, Joseph “HTAS! 
BOUDROT and his wife, Isabelle-Elizabeth BOUDROT. Both of my letters were forwarded “: 
to Mr. Stephen A. White of the Centre d'études acadiennes in Moncton, and for almost aq 
two years were misplaced, leaving me "genealogically-on-my-own" to find these ancestor i 
At that time, some genealogists from the Maritime area, whom I also wrote to, as well iss 
as myself, had naturally taken for granted that Joseph and Elizabeth were the son and eth 
daughter-in-law of Charles BOUDROT s/o Joseph & Marguerite Dugas married to Madeleine ® Br 
CHIASSON d/o Jacques & Marie-Josephe Arsenault, who had come via Miquelon and settled wo 


at the Islands towards 1772. 


I had always believed that Isabelle-Elizabeth was the daughter of Joseph BOUDROT 
dit Castor and his wife, Marguerite CHIASSON, sister to the previously-mentionned 
Madeleine. This Elizabeth was the only one I could find in any of the source material 
available to me as having been born close enough time-wise and geographically. She 
was born towards 1756 on Le St-Jean (PEI), and is mentionned in the 1767 Census of ince 
Miquelon as their daughter, aged eleven. Since then, I have learned that she died atorevi 
Havre-Aubert, Magdelen Islands between 1817 and 1825, though I have not found an exactarri 
date of death. If her lmsband, Joseph was the son of Charles BOUDROT and Madeleine 
CHIASSON, Arsenault's series tells us that he was born towards 1765, making him elever 1 
years younger than his spouse. This finding has always bothered me, although if he il an 
was younger, he might have died later than she. After a visit to the Islands this > Sep 
summer, where I found his death record dated Nov.25, 1825, I thought I had found the ouis 
evidence to corroborate my findings, however, after the date of death, it gave his ou 
age as 72 years old, bringing his year of birth to 1753.

I noted this fact, as well as other information on the family, and came homs is 
thinking that for the most part I had completed my research of five years, and now IChar 
could trace back to our ancestor, Michel BOUDROT, lieutenant-général of Port-Royal. 


Two weeks later, a letter arrived from Steve White responding to my two misplacedmd E 
letters of nearly two years ago. He had been studiously researching for me as well © 
concerning these two ancestors, Joseph and Elizabeth BOUDROT. I wish to share with © Sv 
the rest of AGE's readers some of his findings, and a few insights he had shared witharrs 
me as to help find some of those missing ancestors of ours, lost during the Grand ouls 
Dérangement, who we know exist but possess few details concerning. I would also Likelangr 
to share with you the use of a valuable tool of genealogy, which for me as a priest, ibis 
was one of the most interesting parts of Canon Law, yet which a month ago I never re 
ized could be so helpful, and that is: the dispensations given in marriages of plood=| 
~elatives, and relatives by marriage. This tool of genealogy has helped Mr. White 
(and now myself) cut through the years of the dispersion, when marriage registers 
(especially in the Maritime provinces) which had been kept, are now forever and sadl 
lost, and enabled him to connect ancestors with their descendents.

In his first letter of September 1h, 1979, Mr. White made a further examination 
of the dispensations, particularly that of a double third degree dispensation of co 
sanguinity (blood-relationship) granted for the marriage of Joseph and Elizabeth's 
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andsons Dominique BOUDREAU, son of their son Jean-Baptiste and Louise Boudreau, the 
Bth Jane 1850 at Havre-Aubert to Angéle (or Angélique) VIGNEAU, daughter of Isidore 
i Folonie Bourque.

Mr. White also mentionned in his latest letter of October 1, 1979 that he has basi 
found at least eight of the children of Charles and Barbe Bonin, born between 1771 the:
